Youth factor in 
Mideast solution 


By H E N R Y J. TAYLO tt 
Israel Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
believes that, behind the scenes, a 
new generation is changing 
his 
country and the .Arab world alike. 
This is sharply relevant to our 
understanding of the future. 
Youth will soon dominate in Isra- 
el-Arab affairs, just as youth will 
soon dominate in world affairs. Pre ­ 
mier Rabin believes that in both Is­ 
rael and the Arab areas, a new gen­ 
eration is rising that is impatient 
with the paranoid feuds—the intran­ 
sigence—of the leaders. 
He sees a growing sense of unity 
among young people in each area, 
even though their hopes, their aspi­ 
rations, their goals may differ. .And 
they obviously reiect extremes as 
the way to achieve these goals. 
G early, Israel’s leader is con­ 
vinced that the youth of Israel and 
the Arab world alike want to be­ 
friend mankind and the earth, not 
shake it. 
Prem ier Rabin recognizes that 
both areas are supercharged by 
emotionalism and suffer from dem­ 
agogues as dangerous as a camel’s 
kiss 
They substitute slogans for 
judgement and phrases for deeds. 
But Prem ier Rabin finds the youth 
generation in Israel and the .Arab 
world alike not stampeding over the 
precipice behind the demagogues. 
He also finds that, at our distance, 
we persistently misconstrue Arab- 
Jew relations. 
Contrary to the general impres­ 
sion of mutual Arab-Jew hatred, 
probably nowhere on earth have 
Jews traditionally lived more peace­ 
fully and successfully than in the A r­ 
ab world—and for centuries 
Islam is. in fact, an assimilation 
of both Judaism and Christianity. Is­ 
lam and Judaism have much closer 
spiritual ties across the centuries 
than did Judaism and Christianity, 
as Christianity evolved toward a 
Western-oriented religion. 
The Arabs traditionally consider 
Ishmael their ancestor, the Jew , 
Isaac. 
Ishmael and Isaac never 
really understood each other but 
both were sons of Abraham and ulti­ 
mately forgot their differences long 
enough to bury their father. 
Prem ier Rabin knows that, in 
fact, for centuries on end in Pale­ 
stine any child—Jew or Arab—bom 


in the same week as another auto­ 
matically became as foster brother 
or sister of that other child. 
It was the Arab peoples and the 
Moslem “ church’’ which gave shel­ 
ter and asylum to Jews fleeing 
Christian Europe from the horrible 
days of the Spanish Inquisition and 
the persecution of tsarist Russia 
down to Hitler’s ghastly extermina­ 
tions. 
Actually, for long years the Ar­ 
abs and Jews were heid together as 
allies by their mutual hatred for 
their British, French. Italian, etc.. 
masters. And Premier Rabin al­ 
so knows that to this day the 
Arab world claims that it is not 
anti-Jew. Instead, it insists that it is 
anti-Zionist. 
It adamantly considers Israel to 
be the declared product of Zionism: 
An outpost of Zionism forced into the 
midst of the Mideast supported by 
world Jew ry. .And the .Arab world re­ 
gards Israel’s U.S. support as sheer 
internal U.S. politics; a bid for the 
Jewish vote concentrated in several 
decisive U.S. cities. 
In an excruciating oversimplifi­ 
cation. the Arab world asks Prem ier 
Rabin: Does Israel want peace or 
territory? 
In the 1948 war. Israel first took 
3.000 square miles more than the 
United Nations’ Nov. 29. 1947 resolu­ 
tion gave the new state; then took 
400 square 
miles 
of the 
Golan 
Heights from Syria in the June. 1967, 
war. 
None of this expanion includes 
the seizures in the Sinai Peninsula or 
elsewhere, as well as Jerusalem, 
since Israel was founded 
The aspiration of the messianic 
Zionist does call for Israel’s expan­ 
sion to her “ historic boundries” : Is­ 
rael as it existed under King David 
and Solomon. They call it “ Eretz Is­ 
rael.” It would mean from the Nile 
to the Euphrates. 
Obviously, Israel cannot force 
the Arab world to accept the state of 
Israel. Israel must adapt to its envi­ 
ronment and make a choice whether 
to live in the Middle East or remain 
in quicksand. 
Every country is the center of its 
own world Israel’s youth notwith­ 
standing. Premier Rabin’s problem 
there looks as grim as Moses shat­ 
tering the tablets. 


Penalizing everyone 
with energy policy

The basic law of ecology is that 
“ everything is hooked to everything 
else ’’ Nothing happens in isolation. 
There is no “ aw ay” where you can 
throw things, for a disturbance of 
the environment in one place has ef­ 
fects in every other place 
It may be a basic law in human 
affairs, as well, not least in the field 
of economics, which is proper, since 
both 
ecology 
and 
economy 
are 
traced to the same Greek root mean­ 
ing “ house ” A disturbance of the 
economy in one place has effects in 
every other place 
The chorus of complaints about 
the nation’s lack of any comprehen­ 
sive energy policy and demands that 
President Ford come up with one 
tend to overlook the operation of this 
“ law ” But consider: 
— Should heavy additional taxes 
be levied on gasoline to discourage 
driving and cut consumption, while 
adversely affecting an already de 
pressed auto industry, not to men­ 
tion tourism, which 46 of the 50 
states rank as one of their three m a­ 
jor industries? 
—Should 
full 
development 
of 
Am erica’s Energy resources be en 
couraged. or should we import as 
much higher-priced foreign oil as 
possible, husbanding our own ener 
gy resources for the future9 
Should North Dakota permit 
surface mining of coal to provide se­ 
cure energy to the East Coast, par­ 
ticularly in view of easterners’ re­ 
sistance to refineries and petroleum 
exploration in their areas9 
—Should Louisiana be forced to 
ship its natural gas U> the North to 


keep factories running in New Je r ­ 
sey if it means loss of industry and 
jobs in Louisiana? 
These provocative questions, put 
forth in a recent edition of Continen­ 
tal Oil Co.’s “ Conoco ’74” magazine, 
underscore the dilemma confronting 
the President, his advisors and the 
new Congress as they move toward 
the formulation of a useful and usea­ 
ble energy policy for this country. 


There are any number of con­ 
flicts, both in society and within the 
government, that must be recon­ 
ciled if that goal is to be achieved 
For example, there are currently 
more than 60 federal agencies hav­ 
ing some responsibility for oil and 
gas matters. 
With so many groups involved, 
coordination is difficult, there is an 
absence of common purpose and 
duplication and interference are fre­ 
quent. 
With an overall energy policy, 
there are no guidelines and nobody 
has the responsibility for assuring 
that the various objectives and pro­ 
grams mesh or that “ trade-offs” — 
despoiled landscapes in the West for 
humming generators in the East, 
say-are properly evaluated and re­ 
solved 
Everyone can agree that a na­ 
tional energy policy is an imperative 
need that must be met before the 
new year is many more weeks old 
But because “ everything is hooked 
to everything else,” whatever the 
provisions of the policy, we can be 
sure they will have repercussions 
not altogether pleasing to all Ameri­ 
cans in all the states. 


Washingtons 
kingmakers 
revealed

W A SH IN G TO N (N E A ) — The 
1974 elections were barely over when 
the special interest groups began 
preparing for 1976. .And well they 
might. 
Despite sporadic efforts for elec­ 
tion reform which culminated in this 
year’s omnibus bill, the results on 
Nov. 5 made it all too clear that spe­ 
cial interest groups are here to stay 
and that they are, on the whole, ef­ 
fective. 
Those candidates funded by big 
money special interest groups did 
very well indeed Only two excep­ 
tions—Dominick in Colorado, Brey- 
hill in Virginia—failed despite hefty 
funding. Though the law on paper 
severely restricts what these groups 
may donate in 1976, it is known that 
numbers have already planned tech­ 
nically legal steps to evade the spirit 
of the law. 
The pressure groups which oper­ 
ated with action, as well as money, 
did even better Not merely the lib­ 
eral leaning groups such as the 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
but 
conservative 
committees 
as 
well. 
This effectiveness was apparent 
even where the special interest 
groups were small, provided they 
had enthusiastic, dedicated workers 
and concentrated their efforts. 
Take, for example, the conserva­ 
tionists. Though relatively few in 
numbers as compared with some la­ 
bor groups, they were early targets 
of concern among veteran politi­ 
cians. The worry proved well found­ 
ed for the conservationists targeted 
their energies on a few races and 
scored surprising upsets. 
The surprising number of labor- 
backed candidates has been noted 
time and again. The news is not the 
AFL-CIO score of 269 winning House 
candidates out of 388 endorsed, but 
rather that the labor score was so 
high when almost half those en­ 
dorsed were not incumbents, sur­ 
prising for an election year in which 
incumbents were victors in 89 per 
cent of the races they entered. 
More significantly, in this elec­ 
tion which some have termed a lib­ 
eral 
landslide, 
the 
conservative 
Americans for Constitutional Action 
had a score of 114 wins out of 158 
House candidates endorsed and the 
businessmen’s political action com­ 
mittee scored a success rate of 81 out 
of 116 in the House. 
There was spotty evidence that 
special interest groups were special­ 
ly effective when they compiled de­ 
tailed, documented analyses corre­ 
lating a congressman’s votes with 
his own private financial interests 
and the interests of his backers. This 
seemed to be true whether the anal­ 
yses were objective or heavily lard­ 
ed with bias—so long as they were 
thorough and heavy with detail. In 
some instances, this documentary 
evidence seemed to provide a base 
for heavy upsets; in others a dread­ 
fully weak challenger did much bet­ 
ter than expected. 
If these tentative conclusions are 
borne out when more complete data 
is in, the Ralph Nader groups, Com­ 
mon Cause, and other organizations 
which specialize in collecting great 
masses of detailed information on 
contributions, 
voting 
records, 
donors, conflicts of interest, and oth­ 
er associated matters can be expect­ 
ed to expand rapidly in the next two 
years and wield grater influence in 
future elections. They will become 
even more attractive targets for 
money and workers. This attractive­ 
ness will be enhanced by provisions 
of the new election law which drasti­ 
cally limits direct simple contribu­ 
tions to Senate and House candi­ 
dates. 
So, special interest groups will be 
more influential than ever in 1976 
and beyond, but who these groups 
represent may be more thoroughly 
hidden.

Arab$s turn world upside down 
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The world of finance is in its big­ 
gest mess of the last 40 years. Capi­ 
talism is being tested everywhere. 
Many people believe it is dying. 
There is not a major stock m ar­ 
ket where the price tag on quoted 
companies has not been marked 
down by at least one-third—and the 
reduction has been generally nearer 
to a half or two-thirds. Inflation and 
a reverse yield curve have choked 
off the bond market. More than 150 
investment bankers and securities 
dealers in the United Stages have 
gone out of business in the past 18 
months. The bubble of speculation in 
land and buildings burst explosively. 
And the vicissitudes of the banking 
fraternity have included some of the 
worst failures since the 1930s. 
But it is the problems of the bank­ 
ing system that most accurately re­ 
flect those of the money system as a 
whole. They are not the same prob­ 
lems that caused disasters in the 
1920s and 1930s; nor will domestic 
systems suffer as much as some of 
them did then. Progress in banking 
over the past 10 or 15 years has 
transformed the industry out of all 
recognition. 
Central banks take better care of 
their flocks 
today—though 
some 
have waited until after the lamb has 
wandered before securing the gate. 
With one notable exception, within 
the limits of what they are entitled to 
do central banks have so far handled 
quite well the various banking ca­ 
lamities within their own territories. 
But it is beyond their capacity to 
tackle the new dimension of difficulty 
introduced by the oil producers’ 
huge surpluses. 


All central bankers are cap­ 
tives—some more than others—of a 
political system. The failure of the 
oil-consuming nations to reach a 
common position on the oil money 
question after nearly one year of 
empty talk is a tragedy for which the 
world’s political leaders must take 
full blame. 
The sheer magnitude of the unre­ 
solved problem of recycling the 
petrodollars strains even the strong 
in the banking system. 
As long aso as August, before the 
surpluses were piling up as rapidly 
as they now are, the Federal re­ 
serve’s chairman, Arthur Bums, 
said that it was by no means clear 
that private financial institutions 
would be able to recycle the huge oil 
surpluses. And interviews with top 
American bankers leave no doubt 
that banks everywhere are under 
pressure. 


The abrupt change from world 
boom towards world slumpflation, 
the confidence-shattering series of 
failures among smaller (and not so 
small) banks, the foreign exchange 
losses even among some of the big­ 
gest and more respectable: all these 
have compounded with the recycling 
of petrodollars to put the weak 
members of the financial communi­ 
ty in particular into a very vulnera­ 
ble position. 
What has happened almost ev­ 
erywhere is that during the earlier 
long boom commercial banks al­ 
lowed their liabilities to grwo much 
faster than their capital. This was 
particularly 
true 
in 
the 
United 
States and Britain, where drying-up 
of the world’s two major equity m ar­ 
kets threw new pressures on the 
banks for loans. 
At the same time, the banks let a 
new dependence on volatile funds— 
overnight interbank funds, certifi­ 
cates of deposits and Eurodollars— 
reduce their liquidity. 
Even after the boom, inflated 
costs and depressed profits are so 
squeezing corporate liquidity that 
loan demand is still high. “ It ’s bru­ 
tal,” one American banker said. 
So some old-fashioned parlance is 
now heard in smart streamlined 
banking parlors. The accent has 
changed from turning money at high 
volumes on slim margins to more 
traditional canons of banking pru­ 
dence, including keeping a grip on 
in-house management. 
This last rule of thumb is partly a 
consequence of foreign exchange 
losses among banks—and, most par­ 
ticularly, of the Herstatt 
affair, 
which highlighted the fact that even 
a spot exchange contract involves a 
credit risk. The immediate impact 
of that realization was that traders 
severely limited new transactions to 
quality names. 
So severe was the jolt that initial­ 
ly foreign exchange trading was vir­ 
tually brought to a standstill. Re­ 
calls are comparatively few now, 
but the forward markets remain 
subdued. 
Nor is that the end of the affair. 
As the New York Federal Reserve’s 
Charles Coombs pointed out in his 
latest six-month report: 
“ A more lasting consequence of 
the Herstatt affair was to compound 
the trading difficulties faced by 
small and medium-sized banks, not 
only in the foreign exchanges but al­ 
so in the Eurodollar market, as 
credit went to the very best names.” 
Put 
more simply, 
depositors, 
whether sheikhs or deprived wid­ 


ows, have become more choosy 
about the banks to whom they lend— 
though no one should have expected 
the sheikhs to be anything other than 
ultra-conservative in that respect. 
And the banks have become more 
choosy as to whom they on-lend that 
money. 
The upshot has been a concentra­ 
tion of money into the hands of a few 
big banks, even more than these gi­ 
ants know what to do with. 
With good risk outlets thinner on 
the ground and capital resources 
stretched, these banks are accepting 
new large deposits only at a dis­ 
count. A few of the big American 
banks have been at that stage of bar­ 
gaining for quite a while, sometimes 
paying as much as 2 per cent under 
the going rate for petrodollars. 
No bank is happy to see its liabili­ 
ties side dominated by a handful of 
enormously 
powerful, 
potentially 
fickle, depositors. The less so when, 
even now, most of that money is be­ 
ing placed at maturities of under a 
year. 
Admittedly, it is possible to think 
of techniques that circumvent these 
kinds of constraints; at least one big 
Swiss bank is exploring the possibili­ 
ty of acting essentially as a broker, 
by persuading its Arab clients to 
lend directly to private companies 
(at 5-7 years) with the insurance 
carrot of a bank guarantee. 
Even so, the elasticity for ab­ 
sorption of funds of the banks that 
the Arabs are at present willing to 
trust is very nearly at full stretch. 
So is their capacity to shovel the 
funds to where they are most need­ 
ed. 
The big banks in America and 
elsewhere are being asked to recycle 
money at two levels; internally, to 
weaker banks and, externally, to oil 
consumers who can’t pay their bills 
out of their own resources. 
But, whatever their sympathies, 
banks cannot lend vast sums without 
any reasonable prospect of being re­ 
paid within a foreseeable period of 
time. Indeed, they have already 
ceased doing so. 
Although the Eurobanks had al­ 
ready begun to pull in their horns the 
American banks at least remained 
liberal as late as July. Their lending 
to foreigners totalled over $11.2 bil­ 
lion in the first seven months of the 
year. 
But in August and September the 
pattern changed drastically. Far 
from increasing their net lending 
further, the American banks actual­ 
ly clawed back $230 million. The 
honeymoon is over.

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Economical compromise 


It will be years, possibly a dec­ 
ade, before the government’s anti­ 
trust suit against the communica­ 
tions giant, American Telephone 
and Telegraph (AT&T), is settled 
One estimate is that the legal costs 
alone could come to $70 million. 
The time, effort and money that 
will be required of both AT&T and 
the Justice Department might better 
be spent elsewhere, says Business 
Week in an editorial, 
Perhaps most important of all, it 
says, long drawn out litigation could 
impair the company’s ability to 
raise the immense amount of capital 
it needs to keep pace with growing 
demand One immediate result of 
the 
governm ent’s 
action 
was 
AT&T’s cancellation of a 1600-mil­ 
lion financing program 
The magazine recommends that 
both sides consider the possibility of 
a compromise. Both the U S econo­ 
my and AT&T security 
holders 
would benefit, it says, by an agree­ 


ment separating Western Electric, 
the 
Bell 
manufacturing 
facility, 
from the operating companies. 
Such a separation of unregulated 
business from regulated operations 
has worked in the electric and gas 
utilities, where it was decreed years 
ago by the Utility Holding Company 
Act,” the editorial points out. 
“ The regulated companies as 
well as the unregulated segment— 
the industries that supply generat­ 
ing and transmission equipment and 
the makers of consumer electrical 
appliances have all prospered.” 
As for the argument that cutting 
Western Electric off from AT&T 
might slow technological progress, 
“ times have changed,” says Busi­ 
ness Week 
“ There are plenty of 
companies now capable of making 
high-quality communications equip 
ment,” 
AT&T, it says, might well find 
that more competition from the sup 
ply side would be good for it. 


“ Where did all the issues go?” 
asked a recent editorial in one mid- 
western college student newspaper. 
The causes and slogans which 
once took up much of student ener­ 
gies,

and 
idealism—Kent 
State, Black Power, the clenched 
fist, the 
Pentagon—seem 
almost 
campish on the campus these days. 
All these “ causes” are still very im­ 
portant but seem to matter less in 
the 
consciousness 
of 
student 
thought, the editorial lamented. 
The average freshman who en­ 
tered college in the fall of 1973 was, 
indeed, a different breed of cat from 
his predecessors of a few years ago, 
according to a survey by the Co-op­ 
erative Institution Research Project 
and the American Council on Educa­ 
tion. 
The freshman survey has been 
conducted since 1966 to provide base 
data for determining how four years 
of college affect the outlook of those 
who undergo the experience. 
Half of the 189,733 freshmen sur­ 
veyed at 360 institutions described 
themselves as “ middle of the road” 
politically, with 32 per cent charac­ 
terizing themselves as “ liberal” and 
13 per cent describing themselves as 
“ conservative.” 
The survey revealed that, over­ 
all, the freshmen tended to be aca­ 
demically conservative. Only 34 per 
cent favored abolishing grades, and 
only 35 per cent favored college ad­ 
mission being open to everyone, 
The freshman group also reflect­ 
ed a large measure of self-confi­ 
dence. Some 54 per cent thought they 
would be satisfied with college; 57 
per cent thought they would get a job 
in their chosen field, 60 per cent 
thought they had a good chance to 
get a bachelor’s degree, and 86 per 
cent didn’t think they would make a 
major change in their career or de­ 
gree choices. 
Only 13 per cent said they expect­ 
ed to transfer to another school and 
less than 2 per cent felt they would 
drop out of college temporarily. 
When asked what factors influ­ 
enced their choice of careers, nearly 
71 per cent of the students cited “ in­ 
trinsic interest in the field,” while 62 
per cent said they wanted to be help­ 
ful to others. Another 48 per cent cit­ 
ed a vital need to contribute to socie­ 
ty, while 42 per cent said that antici­ 
pated high earnings were an impor­ 
tant factor. 
That’s where all the “ issues” 
went.

So the g o vernment wants us to 
all ru sh o ut and buy apartments and co ndo s and to wn ho uses and 
just fo rg et that dream ho use 
Any apartment dweller can tell y o u abo ut the advantag es o f 
living in o ne o f tho se g iant hig h rises, the delig hts o f hearing y o ur 
neig hbo r’s vo ices at 3 a.m., the invig o rating walks to the kitchen 
and then to the living ro o m and o nce aro und ag ain, o r the so ul-sat­ 
isfy ing so litude o f waiting 20 minu tes fo r an elevato r. Density , it’s 
called 
Tho se lucky peo ple who live in tho se ro ws o f lo o k-alike to wn 
ho uses brag abo ut the individuality o f living in a bro wn ho u se—o r a 
ho use that's bro wn, and having the cho ice between a squ are back 
y ard and a back y ard that’s squ are. That to o , is called density .

Michener rebels against 
Bicentennial, writes book 


Blake re-writes his TV scripts

N EW YO RK (A P) — James 
A. Michener, disappointed that 
the celebration of the nation’s 
Bicentennial will be “ trivial 
and fragmented,” has com­ 
memorated the event in his own 
way 
with 
his 
new 
book, 
“ Centennial.” 
“ There are certain rites of 
passage in human life that are 
very important indeed because 
they give meaning to life,” said 
the Pulitzer Prize winner, who 
at one time was involved in 
putting into written form the 
national committee’s plans for 
marking the 200th birthday of 
the United States. 
Wearing a red plaid jacket 
and looking much younger than 
his 67 years, he expressed re­ 
gret in an interview here that 
"marvelous recommendations 
for a great national celebra­ 
tion” were scuttled — “ thrown 
in the mud and jumped on by 
politicians." 
“ I think we ought to be re­ 
minded that we are a great na­ 
tion built by people who have 
survived tremendous shocks,” 
he 
declared. 
‘ Mem ory 
is 
aw fully 
selective 
and 
it’s 
awfully limited and I meet 
many people who don’t realize 
what we went through in the 
Depression, in the Civil War 
and both World Wars — periods 
that shook the country. 
“ Knowing the past gives you 
fortitude, character and bal­ 
ance in order to meet contem­ 
porary shocks,” adds the au­ 
thor of such previous best sell­ 
ers as “ Tales of the South P a ­ 
cific,” 
"H aw aii” 
and 
“ The 
Source.” 
Michener, pronounced Mitch- 
ener, believes that history 
should Ik * taught in schools with 
emphasis on what he calls the 
inherited character of the coun­ 
try : the reliance on the ballot, a 
fair system of taxation, free 
education for everybody, hon­ 
esty in business relationships. 
“ I don’t think the world or 
any nation is perfectible. We 
are flawed as individuals and 
as a society,” he concedes. 
“ But sensible people come to 
some kind of grips with what­ 
ever perils assail them at the 
moment, and I think they do it 
better within a tradition. 
" If there is any one psy­ 
chological cause for Watergate 
it is that except for Nixon none 
of these men had ever run for 
public office and they were all 
deficient 
in a knowledge of 
Am erican 
traditions 
and 
American values.” 
Such traditions and values 
are pointed up in Michener’s 
latest novel, set in the imagina­ 
ry town of Centennial, Colo., “ a 
composite 
of towns 
in 
the 
West.” The author spent four 
years on the extensive research 
and writing of the 909-page 
book, which traces the history 
of the land and its settlers from 
its geological beginnings to the 
present. 
"1 flood the reader with infor­ 
mation.” admits Michener, 
who 
speaks 
with 
quiet 
deliberation. “ It may be that I 
provide too much but I ’d sure 
hate to provide too little. I have 
a terrific memory and 1 can 


keep four or five hundred books 
pretty well in mind so I don’t 
take a great many notes.” 
What material he did collect 
“ a most heterogeneous mass of 
specific data and outline of 
chapters” — is at the Univer­ 
sity of Northern Colorado at 
Greeley, where he once taught 
history and where a research 
library has been named for 
him. 
Michener works in blocks of 
about 
100 pages, correcting, 
smoothing and revising before 
going on to the next block. He 
writes only in the morning, typ­ 
ing with two fingers. 
Though he has no particular 
favorite among his long list of 
books he believes the best w rit­ 
ten one is “ The Bridges at 
Toko-Ri,” and he says “ The 
Source” has had the greatest 
impact. “ It’s a strong book and 
has affected the lives of a lot of 
people.” 
As for the prize-winning 
“ Tales of the South Pacific — 
“ I sure like the music that went 
with it,” he says with a laugh. 
Born in New York but raised 
in Doylestown, Pa., he now 
lives on a farm not far from 
there with his “ absolutely de­ 
lightful” wife, Mari. She is the 
daughter of Japanese immi­ 
grants who came to Colorado in 
1910, but he met her in Chicago, 
where she was a librarian. 
The book takes its nam e 
from the fact that Colorado, 
which joined the Union in 1876, 
is known as the Centennial 
State. 
And 
what 
would 
its 
author like to have seen done 
for the nation’s Bicentennial? 
His answer came after a 
thoughtful pause. 
“ I would have had a national 
fair somewhere — maybe in In­ 
dianapolis, St. Louis or Denver, 


but not on either coast ; I would 
have built a complete new city 
of 
150,000 
halfway 
between 
Washington and Richmond to 
show what we could do In the 
intellectual field I would have 
had a really magnificent en­ 
cyclopedia of science with 
world contributors as well as 
Americans. 
“ And 1 would have granted 
every state at least $10 million 


of tax money for the best local 
celebration that could be de­ 
vised. taking the form of some­ 
thing permanent such as parks 
or assembly halls. 
“ And if anyone says that this 
is more expensive than 
we 
could afford, it seems to me 
that’s like saying to a couple 
celebrating their 50th wedding 
anniversary that they can’t af 
ford an extra $300 to celebrate.

Lottery Board has new rules 


CHICAGO (A P ) — The Il­ 
linois Lottery Control 
Board 
has approved a new set of rules 
that allow the addition of a $1 
lottery ticket and permit the 
sale of subscription tickets. 
Chairman 
Carlton 
Zucker 
said at the board’s Monday 
meeting that the rules probably 
will go onto effect at the end of 
January. 
The $1 lottery ticket, which 
would supplement the 50 cent 
ticket, probably will lead to the 
establishment of an entirely 
new weekly game, said lottery 
Supt. Ralph Batch. 
He added that the precise 
structure of the game has not 
been determined but speculated 
that it would sell about 3 m il­ 
lion tickets a week. 
Besides giving more flexibil­ 


ity and creating more interest 
in the lottery, Batch said he 
hopes the $1 game will bring in 
as much as 50 per cent more 
revenue. 
The subscription rules change 
allows the selling of tickets on 
a 12-week, 26-week and 52-week 
basis. 
Batch explained that a person 
would pay $25 for a 52-week 
ticket with a number good for 
52 consecutive drawings. 
The change, made possible 
by recent federal legislation 
allowing intrastate mails to be 
used for lottery purposes, will 
not

until 
spring. Batch said

(AP; — Con­ 
struction gets under way on the 
Martin Luther King Jr Center 
for Social Change today as part 
of daylong ceremonies marking 
the 46th birthday of the slain 
civil rights leader. 
But King’s widow. Corella 
Scott King, said the center a l­ 
ready is deeply involved with 
the issues she says breed vio­ 
lence 
—• hunger, 
unemploy­ 
ment, voting rights and racism 
“The center enables us to go 
out and struggle against the 
evils in our society,” said Mrs 
King, whose husband died at 
the hands of an assassin in 
Memphis, Term,, nearly seven 
years ago, on April 4, 1968. 
“A lack of jobs spells vio­ 
lence,” she said in an inter­ 
view. "Hunger is violence Any 
form of injustice is violence.” 
As part of the ceremonies 
marking King s birth, the two- 
story frame home where he 
was born will be opened for the 
first time as a national historic 


site. 
Originally planned as a li­ 
brary for King s papers and 
other documents of the civil 
rights movement, the Center 
for Social Change, now in tem 
porary quarters, soon expanded 
into a center of knowledge, his­ 
tory 
and 
culture 
of

people 
Last year, the center spon­ 
sored a two-day conference in 
New York City on the problems 
of American cities in the 1970s 
— housing decay, delivery of 
city services, the flight of popu­ 
lation and businesses to the 
suburbs.

Heart attack symptoms 
identified in research 


CHICAGO (AP) - The lives 
of many persons who die sud­ 
denly of heart attacks may one 
day be saved with the help of 
research findings at Washing­ 
ton University in St. Louis. 
Dr. G. Charles Oliver’ a ca r­ 
diologist 
at 
the 
university’s 
medical school, and his col­ 
leagues have found a way to 
identify in advance many who 
might die of heart attacks, 
which kills about half of the 
675,000 Americans who die an­ 
nually of heart disease. 
The researchers have been 
following patients who have 
been treated at Barnes and 
Jewish hospitals for myocardial 
infarction, a common type of 
heart attack. 
Oliver emphasized in a tele­ 
phone interview that their find­ 
ings are preliminary and their 
research is continuing. 
They have found in studying 
about 250 patients over the past 
three yea rs that those who 
have relatively frequent minor 
variations in heart beat, called 
premature 
ventricular 
con­ 
tra cts— PVCS—, are the most 
likely later to die of sudden 
heart attack. 
Now that this indicator has 
been identified, Oliver said, it 
remains for medical research­ 
ers to determine the best of 
several possible means for pre­ 
venting the fatal heart attack 
PVCS often 
precede more 
serious arrhythmias, variations 
in heartbeat, which can lead to 
cardiac arrest. 
Oliver and his colleagues are 
studying what he calls the 
“vast sea of ignorance” that 
exists about what happens to 
heart attack patients after they 
leave the hospital. 
Once out of the 
hospital, 
patients participating in the 
study 
wear 
portable 
elec­ 
trocardiograph 
equipment 
which is hung over the shoulder 
like a cam era Three electrodes 
are attached to the patient’s 
chest. 
Tile device records on tape 
the activities of the wearer’s 
heart for periods of IO to 24 
hours at intervals throughout a 
year. 
Oliver and his colleagues de­ 
veloped a method of computer 
analysis of these tapes which is 
60 times faster than analysis by 
hand 
Since the heart beats 
about 100,000 times in 24 hours, 
accomplishing the task by hand 
would be formidable. 
The computer picks out what 
appear to be premature ven 
tricular contractions, and these 
are checked by human editors., 


Since the program began, 
about 25 persons have died, and 
Oliver said about half of these 
were sudden deaths. The others 
had heart attacks or other dis­ 
eases and died later. 
Oliver 
and his 
colleagues 
a n a l y z e d 
the 
e le c ­ 
trocardiograms of eight persons 
who died suddenly and com­ 
pared them with eight com­ 
parable patients who survived. 
Six of those who died had 
more than IO PCVs per hour at 
least once during the monitor­ 
ing period two weeks to three 
months after heart attack Only 
one of the group who survived 
had such a frequency.

questio ns were pro bably directed at Peden. who had mo re than 
eno ug h co m m ents to fill a small bo o k o n the fo rtunes o f the 
White So x fo r the upco ming seaso n. 
Peden stated, “ We feel p itching was one of our weakest p oints 
in 19 74 But Bart Johnson cam e through with 10 wins, including his 
last three decisions. And that w as only in half a season He's got ev ­

Quite a few of the invited 
failed to show up French Pres­ 
ident Georges Pompidou gave 
it a miss out of pique at the 
royal protocol which put him 
below the salt or at least the 
Grand Duke of Luxembourg 
The Queen of England, who 
never sits below another mon­ 
arch. like the since-deposed 
Emperor Haile Selassie of Eth­ 
iopia. sent her husband. Prince 
Philip, instead President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon sent Spiro Ag- 
new . Danish newspapers called 
on King Frederick and Queen 
Ingrid to develop ‘a quick case 
of diplomatic flu ” The German 
president dropped out at the 
last moment for an eye retina 
operation. 
The Communist bloc, playing 
a different game from royal 
chairs, assured detente and a 
flow of natural gas from Iran 
by sending along the presidents 
of the Soviet Union. Czech­ 
oslovakia. Hungary and Ro­ 
mania. 
“ The 
shah 
swallowed 
his 
pride, but he never forgot," 
said an American banker who 
is convinced that past humili­ 
ations. suffered at the hands of 
the West, provide part of his 
drive to make Iran not only in­ 
dustrially self-sufficient but the 
fifth economic power in the 
world, after Japan, before the 
oil begins running out in 1990. 
“ Unlike Kuwait, which has 
nobody to spend its oil money 
on, you won’t find the shah 
buying London restaurants and 
islands off South Carolina He 
wants to diversify the economy 
into mining, big-time agricul­ 


ture. nuclear energy, textiles 
and synthetic fibers against the 
day when the underground bo­ 
nanza runs dry." 
Amid the tumult of the arms 
dealers, agronomists, bankers, 
industrialists and representa­ 
tives from the multinationals 
waiting around the hotel lobbies 
for their call to the palace, ev­ 
erything seems to going on at 
once from almost everywhere 
all over Iran. 
The United States, Australia. 
Denmark, India. Britain and 
other nations are cooperating to 
bring about “ The Great Civ­ 
ilization” which the shah envis­ 
ages for his 32 million subjects 
by the end of the century The 
projects range from racetracks 
to space satellites 
Although the $36 billion budg­ 
et just announced for the new 


Iranian year beginning March 
21 allocates 10 per cent for 
overseas loans and foreign aid, 
the shah is far more interested 
in buying than he is in lending 
“ Recycling," cracked a Brit­ 
ish investment banker, “ is an 
Arabic word meaning ‘what the 
hell do we do with all this mon­ 
ey?’ The shah, who is not an 
Arab, knows better than any 
other potentate what he wants 
to do with Iran’s wealth. For 
years he has been insisting that 
oil is too valuable to be squan­ 
dered on energy. He always 
tells visiting industrialists he 
looks to the day when he will 
be selling aspirins from his ow n 
petrochemical 
industries 
in­ 
stead of oil from his wells. He 
can also sell Iran’s caviar and 
copper 
Last vear under the heading 


of foreign investment, aid and 
loans. Iran allocated $1 billion 
to the International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank, $78 
million to the Sudan, $150 mil­ 
lion to Syria, $30 million to Mo­ 
rocco and lesser millions to Af­ 
ghanistan. Jordan. Senegal. Tu­ 
nisia and Lesotho. 
Apart from short term Treas­ 
ury notes of under 90 days du­ 
ration. the United States does 
not share in Iran’s recycling 
activities, but last year the 
shah bought $3.5 billion worth 
of arms from America and this 
year his agricultural buying 
will exceed $500 million from 
the United States. 
Out at the Tehran airport, 
near where the new U.S. Phan­ 
tom jets and helicopters are 
being delivered, two jumbo-jet 
loads of cows arrive twice a 


week from Harrisburg. Pa., the 
advance party of a $3 million 
deal to upgrade Iran’s beef and 
dairy herds. 
“ Spiro Agnew in his new role 
of fertilizer 
salesman 
is 
a 
frequent visitor to Iran," said a 
U.S. Agriculture adviser. 
Since the shah endowed a 
million dollar petroleum profes­ 


sorship at the University of 
California, an American diplo­ 
mat complains that the hotels 
have 
been 
“ overrun 
with 
educational 
carpet-baggers 
from some of America’s big­ 
gest 
universities 
trying 
to 
peddle schemes to reduce the 
country’s 60 per cent illiteracy 
rate." 


In an interview, the shah 
spoke of plans to buy a share in 
Shell service stations in the 
United States and invest in 
troubled Pan Am. 
But only four years ago the 
Western world looked upon the 
shah as an amiable playboy 
who spent his time skiing at St. 
Moritz.

firm named in 
antitrust suit 


CHICAGO (A P) - A Califor­ 
nia firm which manufactures 
machines that tabulate votes by 
computer has been charged in 
a federal antitrust suit with at­ 
tempting to develop an unlaw- 
„ ful monopoly. 
* 
The suit, filed in Chicago on 
Monday in behalf of two small­ 
er firms that market the ma­ 
chines, also contends Computer 
Election Systems, Inc. used 
“ discriminatory pricing prac­ 
tices” and maligned the prod­ 
ucts of the smaller firms in an 
effort to eliminate competition. 
The suit was filed by lawyers 
for Electronic Marketing, Inc. 
of St. Charles, 111., and the Fid- 
lar and Chambers Co., of Da­ 
venport, Iowa. 
The attorneys said the two 
companies in 1967 obtained pat­ 
ent licensing agreements with a 
firm that originally developed 
the machines. 
But since the agreements 
were purchased by C.E.S. in 
; December 1972, the California 
firm had demanded “ exorbitant 
royalties far in excess of those 
actually due” and had threat­ 
ened to terminate the licensing 
agreements, the suit said. 


Such 
activities 
by 
C.E.S. 
were “ unfair competition and 
an attempt to monopolize the 
• market” and had “ seriously 
; damage the business and com­ 
petitive positions of its com­ 
petitors,” the suit stated. 
The plaintiffs asked to be 
awarded 
three 
times 
the 
amount of damages they had 
suffered as determined by the 
court. They also asked C.E.S. 
be prevented from terminating 
! their licensing agreements.

C EN TRALIA, 111. (A P) — Ac­ 
cording to a pamphlet issued 
by the state Department of 
Conservation “ there are now 
probably 
more 
white-tailed 
deer in Illinois than there were 
three centuries ago when the 
settlers first arrived.” 
Written by John Calhoun and 
Forrest Loomis, staff wildlife 
biologists, the 48-page publica­ 
tion is called Prairie Whitetails 
and amounts to a primer on Il­ 
linois deer. Printed on heavy 
stock, illustraed with 32 photo­ 
graphs, four maps, 12 charts 
and an assortmen of drawings, 
it expalins why Illinois’ only re­ 
maining big game animal has 
flourished and provides infor­ 
mation on the animals’ history, 
management, habits, hunting 
and future. 
White-tails, known to biolo­ 
gists as odocoileus virginianus, 
had nearly disappeared from Il­ 
linois by 1912 when deer hunt­ 
ing was forbidden by the legis­ 
lature. 
But, Loomis and Calhoun 
record, in 1935 the state began 
a repopulation and manage- 


ment program that led to lift­ 
ing of the prohibition in 1957 
and has brought deer back to 
each of the state’s 102 counties 
and sustains hunting in all but 
six. 
Calhoun and Loomis say the 
reasons Illinois deer made the 
comeback are that they have 
no 
natural 
predators, 
they 
adapt well to the presence of 
man, find plenty to eat among 
the state’s cultivated crops, are 
remarkably free of disease and 
the management program lim ­ 
its their numbers to what can 
be sustained. A signal differ­ 
ence between the Illinois pro­ 
gram and others is is lack of 
what 
the 
authors 
call 
the 
“ Bambi syndrome” —a tradi­ 
tion that forbids hunting any 
deer but a buck. 
For hunters the pamphlet 
supplies, in charts and maps, 
specifics on the most produc­ 
tive hunting areas, average 
weights of deer killed by local­ 
ity, ratios of dressed to un­ 
dressed carcass weights—even 
how to score trophies. 
Nonhunters interested in ani­ 


mals may find some useful in­ 
formation as well. Example: 
“ Owners have been gored to 
death in Illinois by their ‘pet’ 
deer during (the) rutting sea­ 
son.” And. bucks in rut turn so 
agressive “ they even challenge 
automobiles and trains...” 


Those racks of antlers so 
prized by hunters, it turns out, 
aren’t reliable indicators of the 
animal’s age or size. What they 
show is how well it’s been eat­ 
ing. By the way, bucks lose 
those 
antlers 
annually 
and 
regrow them and do occasional­ 
ly sport small ones. 
Perhaps the only fault to be* 
found with the pamphlet is a 
lack of data on deer population 
to back up the “ more than 
ever” 
claim. 
Calhoun 
and 
Loomis say at the outset there 
is no accurate method to obtain 
data and anyway it isn’t neces­ 
sary for herd management.

No assurance that tax cut 
will bail us out of inflation 


NEW YORK (A P) - On the 
eve of a momentous change in 
economic policy, one of the 
most abrupt on record, some 
disquieting 
questions 
linger 
about the reasons why. 
Just a few weeks ago there 
was considerable support with­ 
in the administration for contin­ 
uing to depress economic activ­ 
ity, the reasoning being that in­ 
flation was the No. 1 problem. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
shared that outlook and re­ 
sponded by squeezing activity 
out of the money 
market, 
through the medium of high in­ 
terest rates discouraging both 
individuals and businesses from 
borrowing. 
It succeeded. To a very large 
degree the plunge taken by the 
economy in the fourth quarter 
of 1974, marked by a 7.1 jobless 
rate in December, was a direct 
result of administration and 
Federal Reserve policy. 
The question : Why couldn’t it 
have foreseen the results of the 
policy when those results were 
just around the corner beyond 
which all economic brains are 
constantly peeking? 
The les­ 
son to be learned is either of 
two possibilities — that it is the 
nature of modern economies to 
lurch ahead and then all but 


expire, or that the people who 
lead modern economies really 
can’t handle them. 
And that brings up the next 
question: What assurance do 
we have that a tax cut and oth­ 
er stimulants won’t some time 
in the next year provide the 
fuel for another destructive en­ 
counter with inflation? 
The 
best assurance there is that it 
will not is that the impact of 
the previous miscalculation still 
has so far to go. That is, no 
matter what is done now, the 
economy will continue down­ 
ward for months more. 
As First National City Bank 
puts it in its monthly economic 
letter, released Monday: “ Fur­ 
ther decline is so strongly pro­ 
grammed into the economy ... 
that it would require gargan­ 
tuan policy measures to forest­ 
all it.” 
Only by 1976, it believes, 
“ will the fruits of the reversal 
be clearly evident in the form 
of a declining unemployment 
rate, strongly rising sales and 
improved profits. 
In the meantime, the worst 
recession since the great de­ 
pression will continue to throw 
people out of work, threaten the 
financial stability of corpo­ 
rations and otherwise strangle 


economic activity. 
And if you believe the past is 
a criterion, the ingredients for 
the next spasm of the economy, 
the next boom and bust, are be­ 
ginning to ferment. 
In 
a 
strictly 
mechanical 
sense, the cutting of taxes 
should provide economic stimu­ 
lus. But who really knows what 
the people of the United States 
will do with that mcney? If 
only they behaved mechanical­ 
ly 
The assumption being made 


about human behavior is that 
given a sum of money an indi­ 
vidual will spend it. But he 
might not. So alarmed is he 
about the future that he might 
just bury it in a safe-deposit 
box. 
A certain amount of the mon­ 
ey undoubtedly must be spent 
in order to survive, and that 
will stimulate economic activi­ 
ty. But human behavior has be­ 
fuddled the economists before. 
Some people probably will salt 
it away.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Pro­ 
posals advanced by both Presi­ 
dent Ford and House Demo­ 
crats call for major tax relief. 
Otherwise the proposals are 
marked by sharp differences. 
In his State of the Union pre­ 
view Monday night, Ford urged 
a $12 billion tax rebate of up to 
$1,000 per taxpayer for 1974 
taxes, plus additional tax relief 
in 1975 to offset higher energy 
taxes. 
The relief would include spe­ 
cial payments to very low in­ 
come persons. 
In an economic program for 
the 94th Congress, the Demo­ 
crats called for a $10 billion to 
$20 billion tax cut for persons 
of low and moderate income. 
However, they didn’t specify 
how the cut should be made. 
Ford proposed a one-year in­ 
crease to 12 per cent in the in­ 
vestment tax credit for busi­ 
ness, up from the present 4 per 
cent for utilities and 7 per cent 
for other businesses. 
In his State of the Union mes­ 
sage Wednesday, Ford also will

urge a reduction in corporate 
income tax rates from 48 to 42 
per cent, a White House spokes­ 
man said. 
The Democrats proposed no 
similar help. 


But they urged lower interest 
rates and a credit allocation

didn’t touch on. 


Die Democrats also urged 
short-term interest subsidies 
for low and medium priced 
housing and short-term aid to 
homeowners faltering on mort­ 
gage payments. 


Ford called for higher taxes 
on energy products through a 
$3-a-barrel import fee on oil 
and higher taxes on domestic 
oil and natural gas production. 
The Democrats focused on 
such options as mandatory allo­ 
cation of petroleum, higher 
gasoline taxes, rationing and 
excise taxes on pleasure craft 
and high-horsepower automo­ 
biles. 
Ford proposed a one-year 
moratorium on new spending 
programs.

probably will relieve the per­ 
vasive feeling among Ameri­ 
cans that they are economically 
adrift. 


Nobody really know’s for cer­ 
tain just what the chracters 
and needs are of so varied a 
people as Americans, but polls 
show they are upset over what 
they feel is an inability of lead­ 
ers to tug hard on the reins 
Now that President Ford has 
promised to take a firm hold, 
they have reason to wonder if 
the horse is to be tugged in the 
right direction by the tax on 
imported crude oil. 


As 
does 
any 
industrial 
society. America runs on ener­ 
gy. and to a greater extent 
than may be evident. It dines 
on energy, communicates via 
energy, travels on it, heats its 
home with it. is entertained by 
it In short, it lives on energy. 


If prices are to be higher for 
imported crude oil, then prices 
are likely to be higher for the 
refined, 
consumer 
product. 
Conceivably, the tax could lead 
to generally higher prices, not 
just for oil. 
Farmers use it to bring crops 
to market Retailers use it to 
light, heat and advertise their 
stores Trace any other product 
to its source and you find the 
M m « pattern 
What the tax might do is pro­ 
vide a supportive argument for 
utilities and others already dis­ 
posed to use more domestic 
coal at the expense of clean air 
and tidy landscapes It could be 
a spur to and excuse for the 
changeover. 
While the increased costs to 
industry would be ameliorated 
by raising the investment tax 
credit to 12 per cent from 7 per 
cent, a question remains about 
the possible impact on particu­ 
lar industries 
Utilities, for instance, already 
are suffering sharply higher 
costs and a reluctance on the 
part of consumers to approve 
more rate increases It remains 
to be seen if and how they will 
be helped or hurt by the pro­ 
posals

"W e're struggling to stay un­ 
der 101 per cent of our goal." 
said Col. Jack Hougen. head of 
a recruiting office for 12 Mid­ 
western states at Fort Sheri­ 
dan. Ill "W e have to restrain 
from exceeding our objective." 
In Detroit, where layoffs in 
the automobile industry have 


sent the unemployment 
rate 
climbing, a recruiter says vol 
unteers "want security right 
now That 's what we re offering 
them." 
Under the volunteer Army 
concept, a nationwide recruit 
ing goal is established each 
month to keep the size of the 
Army as close as possible to 
manpow er levels authorized by 
Congress. 
"W e've exceeded the goal ev­ 
ery month for the past six or 
seven months." said Col. Perry 
Stevens, an Army public infor­ 
mation officer at the Pentagon. 
"W e're having more people in­ 


te re ste d in coming into the 
service than we can handle” 
The Army signed up 19.895 
men and women in October. 
105.3 per cent of its goal of 18,- 
900, according to the Pentagon 
September’s objective was 22.- 
800, but 23.545 volunteered 
Volunteer recruitment 
was 
lagging in 1973. when the Army 
reached only 88 7 per cent of its 
October objective and 86.2 per 
cent of its September goal 
Moreover, the goals were lower 
last year. 
"TTiere s no way we can pin 
a figure on how many have 
joined because of the economic 


situation and the unemploy­ 
ment situation 
But 
1 don’t 
think anyone wouldn’t say that 
this has had some effect," Ste­ 
vens said. 
" If a guy can’t find suitable 
employment on the outside, it 
becomes more attractive in the 
service," Stevens added. 
Hougen said the economic sit 
nation has "very definitely con­ 
tributed to an atmosphere of 
unrest 
People are being laid 
off and not getting jobs. Young 
persons are having difficulty 
getting jobs and are coming to 
look at us." 
Sgt. l.C. Clarence Braden. 


head of an Army recruiting sta­ 
tion m Detroit, says his busi­ 
ness has picked up recently. 
"W e have a lot of people 
coming 
in 
now,” 
he 
said. 
"W e ’re starting to get those 
who have been laid off for two 
or three weeks. They don’t see 
getting 
their 
job back 
and 
they’ve got to make a payment 
on a car. We're signing them 
up " 
The Army does provide se­ 
curity. in addition to a job. The 
raw recruit receives his meals, 
clothing, shelter, medical and 
dental care, bargain rates at 
the commissary and post ex­ 


change, and $344.10 a month. 
Six years ago a buck private’s 
monthly pay was about $100. 
"The so-called Vietnam im­ 
age is well behind us," Hougen 
said. "E v e r since the volunteer 
concept started we have been 
trying to upgrade living and 
working conditions." 
Stevens said the number of 
servicemen reenlisting also is 
higher than a year ago.
